THE CONVENTION OF SUPER- 
INTENDENTS. 


Comments of Washington Newspa- 
pers—What They Hadte Say of 
Speakers Known in Reno. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22. 
Editor of the Reno Gazette— 

The anoual National Convention 
of Superintendents of Schools was 
held in Washington, D. C., March 
15th, 16th and 17th. The attend- 
ance was larger and the interest 
manifested greater than at any pre- 
vious meeting ever held by the As- 
sociation. The following clippings 
will be of local interest: 

The members of the Department 
of Superintendence, National Edu- 
cational Association, began to as- 
semble in the hall of the National 
Museum at 10 o’clock this morning 
for the purpose of opening their an- 


nual meeting. From the lofty 
walls of the hall the pictures of the 
Catlin Indian collection looked 
down upon the members, and if the 
shades of the dusty old chiefs were 
hanging around they must have 
been somewbat amazed at this in- 
vasion of their hall by the bi 

chiefs of the tribes of public schoo 
teachers. The attendance not only 
included members of the Depart- 
ment but many other persons in- 
terested in educational matters. 
There was a good proportion of la- 
dies in the gathering. The Presi- 
dent, Hon. Charlies 8. Young, of 
Reno, Nevada, a little after 10 
o’clock, called the assembly ‘o or- 
der. Mr. Young introduced Dis- 
trict Commissioner Webb, who de- 
livered the address of welcome. 


PRESIDENT YOUNG’S REPLY. 


Mr. Young, io replying, said that 
ow Ja should the Educa- 
tional Mecca. This Association, he 
said, was composed of the chief ex- 
ecutive officers of the public school 

ms of the country. He said 
t he regretted to see suggestions 
that this Department should meet 
in the Summer time with the Na- 
tional Association. This Depart- 
ment, be insisted, should contioue 
to be the body to which the people 
should look for counsel in educa- 
tional matters. This should be the 
Educational Senate. Through the 
work of this Departnoient the Na- 
tional Bureau of Education was es- 
tablished in advance of all similar 
bureaus in other countries. still, 
the work ofthe Department was 
The lack of uniformity 
in States in. grauting certificates 
aud other subjects demanded atten- 
tiou. In education, he said, lies 
the security of the whole people. 
Six millions of our people over ten 
years of age can neither read nor 
write. This condition will exist 
until aid is afforded by the gentle- 
men whoassemble at the Capitol, 
but who,he was sorry to say,seemed 
to assemble iu every other interest 
except the educatioual interest. 
He referred to the expenditures for 
public education in France, Ger- 
many, Holland and other countries. 
There was nothing in their history 
against Goveroment aid to the na- 
tional nurseries of science and 
learning. 


A NATIONAL UNIVERSITY AT THE 
CAPITAL, 


After referring to Washington's 
plao fora National University in 
this city, Mr. Young said the vnly 
inspiration of the last session of 
Congress seemed to be ‘millions 
for defense, but not a cent for edu- 
cation.’’ Not even the corner-stone 
of Washington’s ideal university 
had yet been laid. There may 
soon, he said, be a demand for a 

national normal school. The 

tate institutions, he said, could 
mot meet the demand for trained 
teachers, He referred t) the work 
carried on by existing scientific 
bureaus of the Government, and 
asked whether there was auy bet- 
ter reason for aiding such science 
than for promoting the science of 
pedegony: He referred to the fate 
of the Blair bill as a defeat ot the 
people. These and other reasous 
explained why they met at the 
Natioval Capital this year, and 
would meet bere for many years to 
come to discuss national questions.

At the evening session Senator 
Biair, of New Ham

‘givg the responsibility of the 
romeut for the saeadions 
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Hon. Leland Stanford and Mrs. 
Stanford, Mrs. Harriet Crocker and 
others, who have given munifi- 
cently to the cause of public educa- 
tion there. Mr. Campbell closed 
by inviting the Department to hold 
ita next annual meeting in Oak- 
land, California.—Star. 

Mr. Fred. M. Campbell, of Oak- 
land, California, read a most in- 
structive and interesting paper upon 
“Public Education on the Pacific 
Coast.’’ He invited the Associa- 
tion to hold its next meeting in 
that State, and assured them ofa 
hearty welcome.— National 
lican. 

CALLANG ON PRESIDENT CLEVE- 
: LAND. 


At 10 0,clock the Association ad- 
journed and proceeded to the White 
House. Arriviug there, President 
Young was invited by the President 
to his room, and had a short con- 
ference with him. At the close of 
the public reception, which lasted 
until about 2 o’clock, the members 
of the Association were introduced 
te the President by President 
Young. From the White House 
the Association went to the Navy 
and War Department building, and 
were photographed by Mr.Cudlip.— 
National Republican. 

COLONEL F. W. PARKER TALKS. 


Colonel F. W. Parker, whois a 
man of fine presence andan easy 
graceful speaker, and who attended 
our State Teachers’ Institute at 
Reno last Summer, bad the follow- 
ing to say on “Industrial Educa- 
tion:” ‘The importance of the 
work of the school-room could not 
be over-estimated. All education 
is the formation of babit. The 
motto of the country should be 
‘Kace for all and all foreach.’ The 
means for each man to work out his 
own salvation must be given to all. 
There is only vpe thing to give a 
child, and that is an opportunity to 
work outthe best that isin him 
and that system that would bend 
children from this course .nd edu- 
cate them to help machinery is 
damnable. Nothing should be done 
in education for the sake of the 
thing done, but for the developmeut 
of the mind, The question of in- 
dustrial training isthe question of 
how it wvuld develop character. 
The question is, How much indus- 
trial learning could be introduced 
into the schools?’’ He would only 
introduce what tbe intelligent 
teacher demanded,and then it would 
be seen where the manual training 
comes in— Post.

A stenographer was present 
throughout the session to take down 
every word said. Hence, the r2- 
ports are full and eomplete. 
Twenty-five thousand copies of the 
report of the Convention will be 
a nted by the Bureau of Education 
or general distribution throughout 
the United States.

Since the first appearance of chol- 
erain Egypt, four years ago, its 
progress around the world has been 
slow but steady. The earlier ex- 
pectations were that the more rapid 
means of communication between 
different countries weuld make its 
spread more rapid than formerly. 
But the increased facilities of travel 
which were expected to spread the 
infection with greater rapidity 
seem to have been offset by the 
progressive quarantine disinfection 
and sanitation; so that-while the 
former epidemic traveled from 
Egypt or Asia Minor te this hemi- 
spherein one and two years, this 
one has taken over three years to 
spread first to the Western Medi- 
terranean ports, thence over Spain 
and Italy and finally to cross the 
ocean to South America. 

This slow progress and its failure 
as yet toappearin North America 
have doubtless strengthened the 
feeling that we are safe from it. 
But that safety is very ill-assured, 
when we give due weight to its 
ravages in the Argentine Republic 
and Chili. The epidemic being 
in South America, we are open to 
its attack from no less than four 
different directions—the Mediterra- 
neap, the South American Atlantic, 
the South American Pacific, and 
the Asiatic ports. To guard against 
infection from all these directions 
certainly requires the utmost vigi- 
lance in quarantine. 

It will not do to rely on that pro- 
tection only. The study of the ep- 
idemic so far has amply demon- 
strated that where intelligent and 
thorough sanitation bas been the 
rule, there has been practical im- 
munity from the scourge.

With all cities 
and towns thoroughly drained and 
cleaned, the country will be prac- 
tically cholera proof. 


The New York Herald, a paper 
that certainly cannot be said to 
lean towards the Republican party, 
pretty severely scores the Adminis- 
tration in alate issue.

Prize Fighters Captured. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 28. 

The fight between Jimmy Mitchell, 
of this city, and Paddy Smith, of 
Brooklyn, for The Police Gazette dia- 
mond belt and the light-wight cham- 
pionship of America, took place to- 
night on the fifth floor of a building in 
the heart of the city. Sixteen rounds 
were fought, when the fight was 
declared a draw, amidascene of wild 
confusion. 


In the first eight rounds Mitchell 
acted very cautiously,apparently lack- 
ing confidence, but after that regained 
nerve, and it was plain to see that 
Smith was overmatched. In the six- 
teenth round Mitchell struck Smith a 
heavy blow in the stomach, causing 
him to fall on his face from sheer ex- 
haustion. Then the seconds rushed 
in, and their wrangling caused a gen- 
eral rush of spectators tothe ring. A 
scene of disorder ensued, in the midst 
of which the referee declared the fight 
a draw. 

The noise attracted the attention ofa 
policeman on the beat, who at once 
guarded the narrow exit with a re- 
volver, and blew a whistie for help. 
Several of the spectators escaped by a 
rear window, but quite a number were 
arrested. The police captured Mitch- 
ell dad Smith and eight spectators, 
including ‘“ Litechie’’ Iden. The 
prisoners were locked up. The prin- 
cipals are charged with prize figbting; 
the others with aiding and abetting it. 
A magistrate was sent for at 1 o’clock, 
who gave thém an immediate bearing 
and allowed them to furnish bail. 


Fatal Gambling Row. 
Boston, March 29. 

Yesterday afternoon Adolph A. Al- 
brecht, a druggist, was engaged in a 
game of faroin a gambling house run 
by Edward Flannagan and David 
Lavahan. Albrecht says he detected 
Lanahan in an atiempt to cheat him, 
and remonstrated with Lanahan; that 
the latter attacked him with an iron 
bar, when he (Albrecht), tn ‘self-de- 
fence, shot Lanahan through the head, 
killing him eevee ges i That Flanna- 
gan then attacked him, and he fired 
two shots more, one of which entered 
Flannagan’s breast and the other bis 
head. Albrecht is bighly educated, 
and is said to have wealthy relatives 
in the East.

Preparing for the Change. 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 29. 
The freight officials of the Southern 
Pacific are now hard at work on their 
new tariff of local freight rates, and 
expect to have it ready in a day or 
two. This tariff includes, not only all 


points along the line of the Central 
and Southern Pacific in California, but 
also the tariff to Nevada, Utah and 
Arizona, all of which States and Terri- 
tories will henceforth receive the bulk 
of their supplies from this city. 
In consequence of the reduction 
in the rates on sugar tothe Missouri 
river, the trade which the refineries 
were building up in St. Louis and 
Chicago will have to be reduced, as 
also will the great part of the Colorado 
trade hitherto secured to San Fran- 
cisco by reason of the low rates which 
the trans-continental Sroads were al- 
lowed to make from this city, under 
the Colorado pool. The effort will be 
made as soon as the Inter-State Com- 
missioners go into session, to secure 
lower rates to these and other compe- 
titive points.

The irish Coercion Bill. 
Lonvpon, March 29. 

A conference of Liberal Unionists 
will be held at the Devonshire House 
on Thursday to consider the Coercion 
bill. In an exchange of views in the 
lobbies on the bill, disclosed the fact 
that several Unionists disapprove of 
the measure, but the mass of the party 
consider its provisions not too strin- 
gent. Lord Hartington and Mr. 


Chamberlain will give a thorough 
supportto the whole proposal. The 
threatened defection of the Unionists 
will probably not exceed ten votes, 
leaving the Government still with a 
potent majority. The Parnellites held 
an informal meeting and united in de- 
nouncing what they termed the atro- 
cious character of the Coercion bill. 
The measure, they said, concealed un- 
der its provisions, powers for the ex- 
tinction of the liberties of the press, 
public meetings, free speech and rll 
individnal rights. The Parnellites 
disregard the threats of Mr. Smith to 
continue the debate until the second 
reading of the bill. They say that ifa 
protracted sitting resulis in a test of 
physical endurance they will be ready 
for the struggle. Itis the opinion of 
many person« that Balfour’s speech, 
which was of great length, was weak 
diffused, confused and intless, an 
that on the first chance Ee had to show 
if he was capable of rising to a great 
occasion, he has made a notable fail- 
ure. Parnell has postponed the ine 
troduction of his amendment until he 
consults with his colleagues. 


A Diplomatic Failure. 
Roms, March 29. 

Monsignor Galimberti, the special 
delegate to Berlin, has failed to re- 
ceive any satisfactory resulis in bis 
negotiations with the Centre or Cath- 
olic party in Germany. In conse- 
quence of the adoption by the land 
league of Bishop Kopp’s amendment 
to the ecclesiastical law, the Vatican 
has decided to leave the Centre party, 
full liberty of action in German politi- 
cal affairs, retaining also the same 
freedom for itself. The members of 
the extreme left in the Chamber of 
Deputies have passed resolutions 
severely censuring the Government 
for entering into an alliance with Aus- 
tria and Germany, because both pow- 
ers are friendly to the Vatican.

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WATER POWER. 


The New Life and Vigor it Infuses 
inte Mining. 

Some idea of the advantages that 
are to accrue to Reno by the utiliza- 
tion of the water in the Truckee 
river for milling and other purposes 
may be gained by noting the effect 
of the adoption of such power in 
other towns. Says the Grass Val- 
ley Union of a recent date: 

The introduction of water into the 
Grass Valley District for the purpose 
of operating the machinery of the 
quariz mines is working a revolution 
io favor of that industry, which will 
eveniuate in doing more for the devel- 
opment of quartz mines in the next 
few years than in all the previvus his- 
tory of the district, as it gives a cheap- 
ei power than by the use of steam,and 
greatly reduces the ex pense of bullion 

roduction. A plant for water power 

s not necessarily costly, and the sav- 

ing in money over the useof fuel can 
be safely estimated at 33 r cent., 
which in many,and probably most, 
instances would be, the difference be- 
tween the success or failure of a min- 
ing enterprise—as while a mine would 
be worked as long as it paid but a 
small margin of profit, it would no be 
if the loss wasa littie the other way, 
but contiouces, 

By the use of water it can be,accord- 
ing to locality, used over several times, 
thus minimizing the cost, and reduc- 
img expenses to such fignres that very 
low grade ores can be worked to a pro- 
fit, that must otherwise be left an- 
touched. At the present time about 
800 inches of water are being used in 
the district supplied by the South Yuba 
Canal,driving machinery under heavy 
pressure, a0. other mines are prepar- 
ing to obtain power from the same 
source. This advantage is so manifest 
that a numberof mining properties, 
heretofore partially developed,but now 
idle because they could not be worked 
cheaply, will be revived and become 
as reliable gold producers of any of the 
past or present day. This is so mani- 
fest that the people of the district have 
full confidence in the future of the 
nfining business, and properties are 
held at firmer stated vaiuation than 
ever before. The Grass Valley quartz 
district will continue in the lead in this 
State, as it bas always been before, and 
a cheap Water power.will enable it to 
maintain this position.
